thing the Masons assert, but they cannot 
disprove it, and so they. wonder and marvel 
to the end of the chapter. : 
There is no great diffoulty in understend- 
ing why Freomasonry fails to. flourish 1 
despotic land. Apart from any question bs, 
totheir aims and professions, secret socicties 
of any kind must naturally give mush 
uneasiness toa Government which knows 
that sooner or later the system of which it 
is the administrator ia doomed to fall. No 
matter what may be tho object of men, who 
meet in secret, the supporters of such a rule 
ust see in every conolave a possible menace 
their power. ‘The talk at these gather- 
ings may be of universal charity, and a 
disquisition upon the thoughts of the mem~ 
bers may be of an exalted brotherhood and 
yet eventually degenerate into a lovo-of 
Communism, In England ao such fear 
resents itself; the Prince of Wales is the

At 
time when Peace Congrosses, are debating 
upon the better way of vetihiog differonoes 
‘without. the arbitrament of the sword, it is 
peculiarly opportune that Fxcemasons should 
meet to celebrate their triumphs of charity. 
Only we would ask them to extend their 
fraternal pees os rapidly and widely 
as possible, so that in place of tumult-and 
war, ‘Uarge mirth” may reign;.and ihe 
universal world be filled with sympathy, It.

Messrs, Bass, Allsop, Barclay.and Perkins, 
and Watney Reid and Co., combining with 
Sir Edmusd Lacon to tell Englishmen the 
troth about beer, we should imagine a 
arallel of what ‘the Dublin distillers have 
Tone coxcerning whiskey. It is a patriotic 
act, and may, perhaps, pay-botter and be 
more beneficial: to society for all members 
of a trade to combine to tel} the truth than 
for them to separate in rivalry and advertise 
isolated lics. Whiskey. is a thing to be 
protected from fraud and injury, and the 
Dublin distillers are-right in drawing our 
attention to the fact that what we buy as 
whiskey is very often not whiskey. The 
unfortunate patient, whose -doctor recom.

traveller in the Southern States of America 
who imbibes half a bottle-ef Bourbon as a 
curefor rattlesnake: bite; and the Anglo- 
iioniao on the Continent who prefers the 
English whiskey: to the vin du pays; ought 
not tg be deluded with ‘silent spirit.” 
Silent spirit is produced by the distillation 
of fermented -potates- and-the-drainings. of 
public house bara, and anything else that | 


“Will give alcohol of no particular character. 


Given the alcohol, chemiatry supplies the 
flavour, The trade, not without a certain 
countenance from the Excise, sells this as 
whiskey, or “blends” it with the genuine 
spirit... This is o ‘degradation of the 
original usquebangh--that. is not to be 
tolerated, more especially as it interferes 
with the profits, We can, of course, 
sympathise with patriotio Irish distillérs, 
in their wish to defond what is practically, 
their monopoly, against the invasions of 
chemistry and potatoes; but the one point 
which ell spirit drinkers ought te look to 
is that the. spirits they drink should be 
old, and: should baye been kept in bulk. 
Whiskey, as it first comes- through the 
worm. of the still, cores not to be called 
whiskey. It is an alogholio compound capa- 
ble of maturing iteelf, and of eliminating its 
impurities, so as to become in time drink- 
able, The mischief is that wo drink it as 
fost as it is made, and so drink poison in- 
atead of the atimulant we seek,

THE REPLY OF THE AMEER, 

The reply brought by ‘the Viceroy of

‘We are accustomed to regard the great 
trees of California as the most gigantio 
specimens of vegetable growths known to 
man, but such is not the case.

Professor 
Reinsch, dwarfs all others in its vast pro- 
portions. The Macrccistia pyrifera, one of 
the Melanosperme, has been known to grow 
to such an extent as to cover vast areas of 
the ocean bed.

smoking vesscl, and the sight-seers were 
not able to got within a couple of hundred 
yards of her. .- About two o’clock in the after- 
noon, the captain anda clerk in the employ 
of the ship’s owners boarded the vessel, but 
did not make.o lengthy stay; and soon after, 
some half dozen visitors arrived from the 
shore, and taking courage, climbed up the 
side and walked about on deck, at first with 
considerable trepidation, expecting that the 
vessel might blow up'at any moment.
